SAYING "IF WE JUST LOWER OUR VOICES A BIT, I THINK WE CAN 
SOLVE THIS PROB LEM . . .FARMER WILL GET PRODUCT ON MARKET.

ADDITIONAL SALES SOVIET UNION. BUT ACCORDING FORD "IT 
CERTAINLY ANTICIPATED THERE WILL BE FUTURE SALES ABROAD." 

4. RAY DAVIS. INT'L TRADE DIRECTOR NAWG, SAID UNLESS 
BOYCOTT THREAT REMOVED "IN FEW DAYS" PRODUCERS WILL 
CONSIDER RETALITORY BOYCOTT OF UNION MADE FARM IMPLEMENTS, 
U.S. AUTOS, ETC. AS WELL AS CONSIDER POLITICAL ACTION, 

PERHAPS PRESSING FOR LEGISLATION TO FORCE SHIPMENT OF 
GRAIN. IRV FRISHE, PRESIDENT WESTERN WHEAT GROWERS 
REPORTED SAYING PRODUCERS CONSIDERING SHIPPING WHEAT TO 
WEST COAST PORTS WHERE THERE IS NO BOYCOTT. 

5. IN LENGTHY AUGUST 20 EDITORIAL "TIMES" CRITICIZED 
BOYCOTT AS "BLACKMAIL;" SAID: "AS IF ADMINISTRATION 

WERE NOT DOING ENOUGH IN OWN RIGHT TO MISHANDLE PROBLEM 
OF SOVIET GRAIN SHIPMENTS AFL/CIO AND ITS RAPACIOUS 
MARITIME UNIONS HAVE MADE A MESSY SITUATION MESSIER BY 
REASSERTING RIGHT TO DICTATE FOREIGN POLICY BY ECONOMIC 
MIGHT." ALTHOUGH SALE WILL BOOST INFLATION AND GIVES 
GOOD PRETEXT FOR BOYCOTT REAL PURPOSE ACTION IS PRO-
